IN the United States the great body of 
the people are cultivators of the 
all the othef citizens bear bat a very small 
will probably be the state of things for 
many ages to come; for the cheapness 
and inexhaustible plentiness of land and 
the consequent dearness of labour will, 
in all likelihood, prevent for a long ume 
the extensive establishment of manuface 
tures. The inhabitaats of the eastern 
and middle states generally cultivate their 
own land, and are lords of the soil ; and 
no circumstance can be more favorable to 
the support of freedom and ipdependence, 
Idleness, with its train of destructive vi- 
ces, Ca Never contaminate this body of 
men, generally ; extravagance and dissi- 
pation can never poison the great mass of 
them. Some farmers will beidle, ex« 
travagant and dissipated, but these will 
bear a very small proportion to the whole 
number. Inthe common course of things 
there will allways be among them ten- 
fold more industry than idleness, tenfold 
more instances of saving economy than of 
waste and ruinous exuravagance, 

The daily occupations of farmers give 
them a peculiar hardiness of budy and 
mind, and render them more capable 
than others of sustaining the fatigues and 
braving the dangers of warfare. . Being 
owners of the soil, they have a much 
greater interest at stake in time of inva- 
sion, than those have whose property is 
moveable and can be easily wassported 
from one country to avotaer. At the 
same time they are led by their imterest 
to wish for peace with ali foreign nationss 
and for quietness and order at home. I 
can never be for their interest to leave 
their farms and turn soldiers, unless im- 
perious necessity shuuld call; and it would 
be equally contrary to their inclinations. 
Therefore they would be unwiiling to en- 
gage in any but a necessary war; and wu 
such a war, a war of invasion on the pats 
of the enemy, they would not fail te 
bear a hand, they would be among the 
first to engage, and thelasi to yield. For 
these reasons, together with ethers that 
are Oby.ous, the farmers are the great bul- 
wark of the country : and if our national

It- was necessary for you to 
extricate yourselves from that alarming 
crisis, to regain all your advantages, to re- 
aspen the chaanels which convey to you 
the tressures of the two worlds, to snatch 
from other nations the means of »rolong- 
ing their sufferings, and to render useless 
twenty years of combats and of triumphs 
over-you and your allies. All this, you 
have effected-by your amicable atrange- 
ment. Your commerce will revive; the 
cofersef your-customs and your excise 
will be replenished; your loan will be 
promptly filled up. Be it so—you are 
under great obligations to those who ren- 
der you so signal a service; but at least 
expect not that France and her allies will 
deign to contribute to it * 

Such, Monsicur Le Comte, are the re- 
plics which might be made to the English 
journalist; or rather to the Mercantile co- 
lition which has just been formed against 
us. The ministers of that nation are cer- 
tainly not in the wrong to sing victory, 
ind as for us, we cannot but -.see, with 
painful uneasiness, the En lish commerce, 
‘hat audacious Proteus, almost touching 
tne earth, rise up uoder another form, and 
escape all our attacks. Had I not reason 
io say to you in my first letter, that in the 
present state of things, all mauaritine 
and colonial commerce, permitted or sul- 
fered on the continent of Europe, cannot 
hut turn to the advantage of England and 
her exhausted finances ; that pretended 
neutrals wiil necessarily be the most pow- 
erful auxiliaries of the Ln,lish commerce ; 
that France and her allics must be upon 
their guard, and frustrate by their firm- 
Ness, Mancuvres so contrary to their true 
iMerests. 

Examme and re-examine the question 
in every point of view, and see if it can be 
answered in any other manner; if there 
be, on our part, any possible tolerance, 
whieh will notin its. result, contrihute to 
the advantage Of our mortal enemies ; ex- 
amine whether inthe interior of the cofti- 
nent, under whatever forms, the produc- 
tions of the two Indies co not always pro- 
ceed from England ; whether," in short, 
the proceeds dv not go into her coffers, 
whether her fortuse ig not founded upon 
those accumulated proceeds, and whether 
she can ever be campelied to make peace, 
if she finds among,us and her other ene- 
mies, the means of prolonging the war. 

This ts not the first time, as you well 
know, that my feeble pen has combatted 
the odious system which would submit the 
whole universe to the domination of a sin- 
yle people, not by force and the glory of 
arms, but by the arm perhaps-not less for- 
midable of passion, caprice and prejudice.

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Man as he is. 

In the course of several years’ editorial 
labors, we bave frequently availed ourselves 
of extracts fyom the political writings of 
Mr. JOHN ADAMS, -hte President of 
the United States. We have ever found 
instruction in perusing his dissertations on 
government ; instruction confirmed by the 
authority of the best historians, and illus- 
trated by actual observations on men and 
manners. Ele appears to have early en- 
riched his mind, with a store of correet de- 
ductions from the lessons of general expe- 
rience ; not amassed a fond of facts, with- 
out theory, like Elippocrates in the medi- 
cal world; but like Brown. and other dis- 
} tinguished moderns, to have constructed 
his system on principics, established by 
nature, ax} to have developed the mor- 
al, as they have the physical constitution 
of man. Mr. Adams has not. contented 
himself with tracing the various conduct of 
the social being, ybut has explored the se- 
cret sfrings of action ; by which means he 
carly dewcurc We ervors of certayy mobd- 
ern systems of policy, and cautioned the 
world against their impracticability. . 

Of his political writings, we most esteem 
his * Discourses on Davita ;” a small 
volume abounding in sound and profound 
illustrations of the human character, which 
may be studied atteatively,with advantage, 
by every man who would be a thorough 
statesman. While, however, we profess 
a high coniidence in the doctrines of this 
volume, we conccive it both prudent. and 
just to ourselves, to add a slight quale 
ification. ‘We are not convinced that the 
evident partiality of the author; to concen- 
trating political influence and dignity in an 
individual supreme magistrate, is better 


founded, than the aotions of Hanirtow 


and Ames, more strictly republican, and 
more conformeble to the principles on 
which our constitutions were predicated. 
Though we have observed this difference 
in their sentiments, we do not presume to. 
condemn or decide. We leave it to sages 
to determine. 

But to return ;—In our republic, young 
as itis, there have not been wanting im- 
stances of eccentricity, in the conduct of 
some distinguished men, for which a su- 
perticial observer, and probably a larye 
portion of the community, may have been 
ata loss to account. But in the *D:s- 
courses on Davita,” that admirable key 
te the knowledge of motive, we find ex- 
planations no less satisfactory than striking. 
We might quot¢ colamns to advantage ; 
but at present, we confine ourselves to two 
short extracts; confident that on peru- 
sing them, what we have said of Mr.’Ap- 
AMs’s great knowledge of human nature, 
will Obtain the ready assent of our readers.

During the reign of 
Jefferson it was an unsettled point, and 
the President repeatedly usurped leyisla- 
tive powers ; but the constitution is clear 
and explicit upon the subject, and hereaf- 
ter we expect to hear no disagreement as 
to the powers belonging to the different 
departments of government.

The President was empowered 
to suspend the Non-Intercourse law until 
the meeting of Congress. The President, 
by proclamation did exercise the power 
§'ven to him, and the act passed at the last 
Session toamend «.1 continue in force 
Certain sections of the Non-Intercourse 
law, &c. recognized the act of the execu- 
tive as legal.

The power given to the President was 
alimited one, The power to do a leris- 
lative act was transferred to him by Con- 
press: and his power ceased the moment 
it was exercised. Congress foresaw not 
the difficulties which bave occutred, and 
did not provide forthem. There wauld 
have been no difference of opinion upon 
the subject, had the law gone on to say. 
oud in case the President thinks proper he 
may at any tine disannul his act. But he 
Was simply authorised to do so much. and 
no more; and having once exercised the 
power given to him, he was again con- 
fined within executive limits, and disrobed 
of his Jegislative authority. 

Let us examine the section of the A- 
mended Non-Intercourse Jaw passed in 
June last. 

Be it enacted, that the 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, 
7th, Sth, 9th, Och, Lith, ifth and 18th 
sections of the act, entitled, ** An act to 
interdict the commercial intercourse be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
and France aod their dependencies, and 
for other purposes,” shall continue in force 
until the end of the next session of Con- 
gress: ProvideD, that mothing therein 


| contained shall be construed fo firohidit any 


trade or commercial intercourse which hae 
been, or may be permitied in conformity 
| with the frrovisions of the eleventh sectionof 
the said aci.”’ 

What was the eleventh section of the 
said act? I: was from that section that the 
President. derived his authority to suspend 
the Non-Intercourse. Here, then we find, 


exceede@ his power by suspending the 
Non-Intercourse law defore the orders of 
council were actually refiealed, a recogni- 
tion of the legality of the suspension.— 
The law then being suspended, and the 
power not being gfven to the President to 
revive it, be has, in his executive capacity 
exercised legislative power. The ques- 
‘tion then recurs, is a legislative act done 
by the executive, binding ? 

But in the above section, which we have 
quoted, it is expressly provided, that noth- 
mg contained in the eleven sections refer- 
red to in another law. “‘ ehould de coustru- 
ed to firohibit any trade or commercial in- 
tercowr ee,” with whom? With Englend, 
“which has been fiermitted in, conformity 
with” the piovscr given to the President — 
As there had been serious doubts expres- 
} sed as to the legality of the Presicdent’s 
proclamation, it Was evidently intended 
by this law to recognise the act as legal. 
if then the proclamation was legal, the 
Non-Intercourse law was suspended un- 
til the next meeting of Congress, which 
alone could legally revive it. Such are 
our impressions. Itis serious matter and 
is entitled to due consideration and dis- 
cussion. It has been suid that C2sar 
Rodney has given an opinion, and that 
the executive has acted conformably to 
that opinion, As to his opinions, it is 
pretty well known at this day, that he will 
give any opinion that will suit the conve- 
nie:-ce of a President. We have not yet 
forgotten his opinions in the two cases of 
Wilkinson and Edward Livingston. The 
Attorney-General has proved himself to 
be no lawyer, or he gives Opinions con- 
trary to what he knows to be the law.

Remarks, which followed the President's 
Proclamation and Gallatin’s Circular, in 
the Evening Post. 


“It will probably be expected that the 
above very interesting documents should 
not go forth without at least some few re- 
marks : few however they must be, and 
I have to add, necessarily, hasty. 

“ This is the age of Proclamations and 
of Circulars. It is the boast of free coun- 
tiies that they are governed by laws, not 
men.— What shall we say of ours? Pro- 
clamations and Circulars are certainly not 
laws. Yet, 1 allow, if they issue in con- 
formity with our laws, we must obey them. 

“ A very important question will pre- 
sent itself to every lawyer on the perusal 
of the above documents: In conformity 
with what laws have they issued? Let us 
take ‘a glence at our volume of embargo 
and non-intercourse acts and sce if we can 
discover under what clause or provision, 
the Executive is empowered to issue such 
a proclamation ? ee ere em 

“ We need not go farther back than the 
non-intercourse act of March the first. 
This act after interdicting any intercourse 
with Great- Britain and France, by the 2d 
section authorises the President by Pro- 
clamation to restore it with that nation 
which shall cease to violate our neutral 
commerce, that is,'in reference to Great- 
Britain, when she should cease to enforce 
her Orders in Council against us. Un- 
der this section-the President gave a lati- 
tude of construction to the words, which 
it might be questionable if they would 


her actually ceasing, but, as the event has 
shewn, on the probability of ber ceasing 
to enlorce her Orders.’ But then, all 
doubts as to the legality of his proceeding 
seem to have been removed by the Act of 
the 28th of June, which, both in the pre- 
ambie and in the 3d section, recognises 
the proclamation as regular and lawful 
We must therefore so now consider it. 
But theo again, by thus adopting the 
proclamation, Goes not the statute commu- 
nicate to it the sanction and attributes ofa 
law ; Which is an act of the three branch- 
es of the government? And if so, can the 
the Executive alone dispense with this 
law by his simple proclamation ?— This is 
a question whicn I submit to the learned 
gentlemen of the bar. 

* Itis the more important to under- 
stand Proclamations, their import and 
their authority, as Lam told. our ever vi-
